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SYNOPSIS OF FACTS: 



HERBERT ENGELS ING states he has no first hand knowledge 
of SCHULZE-BOYSEN 1 a activities in connection with Russian 
espionage. He believed. that SCHULZE-BOYSEN* s activities 
were confined to the Nazi Underground Movement in Germany# 
ENGELS IKG furnished SCHULZE-EOYSEN information of two kinds; 
one, indications of Germany's internal collapse, and two, 
the names of individuals and Anti-Nazi organizations oapable 
of governing Germany after the defeat of the Nazi Party, 
SCHULZE-BOYSEN circulated information of this type among 
the Anti-Nazis in Berlin by way of typewritten leaflets# 
ENGELS ING severed his association with SCHULZE -BO YSEH in 
the winter of 1941 or the spring of 1942, giving two 
reasons for it, one being that SCHULZE-BOYSEN had drifted 
considerably to the Left and second, that S (HU LZE+BOYSEN 
and his wife had separated and associating with them was 
unpleasant personally* After SCHULZE-BOYSEN* s execution 
in Berlin, ENGELSING learned something concerning their 
espionage activities from SCHULZE-BOYSEN* s, father,- E*_.gCHULZE. 
GUENTHER TOISENBORN and HUGO BUSCHHANN,

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DETAILS: HERBERT ENGELSING was interviewed on December 13, 

1947 by Special Agent RALPH M. LINDSEY and the 

writer# The interview was conducted in the German 
language* ENGELSING furnished substantially the same information 
as his wife, which was set out in referenced report with the follow- 
ing additional details: 

ENGELSING was issued a %uota visa for the United States 
for permanent residence by the Amerioan Consulate General at Zurich, 
Switzerland. At the time l^jrfade application for the visa, ( he fur- 
nished to an officer of th^fcmsulatey detailed information' concern- 
ing his knowledge of HARRQY SCHU LZE-BOYSEN • The information was 
supplied in three interviews over a period of about a month and he 
also submitted some photographs and a written biogranhy'of SCHULZE- 
BOYSEN, which had been prepared by the latter's fa€®£, one E. SCHULZE. 
Also present during one of the interviews was HUGQrBUSCHIiANN, who had 
also been involved with the activities of SCEULZJN'feOYSElWs group in Berlin 
and BUSCHMANN furnished information concerning the activities of this 
group. ENGELSING stated that to hit, knowledge SCHULZE-BOYSEN was not 
a Communist but rather a liberal Anti-Nazi loader of the opposition 
movement# He stated that SCHULZE-BOYSEN may have teen utilized by 
the Communi stp^fo furthei^their own ends but the^S<!!HULZE-BOYSEN Circle 
as it westerned in Euroael did not consist opAJonununists with two 
axoeptic namely; KDRffsCHUIlACHER and WALTERlHUSEMANN. He said 
that Dr#pHiFRlElEPWJL may have boe^ a Communist but he would more 
preferably describe her as a Socialist. He stated that she was 
presontly in the Russian Zone in Berlin employed as a city official. 
SCHi/MACHER and HUSEUANN were both executed by the Gormans for their 
espionage activities. ENGELSING said that he had had two long 
discussions with SCHULZE-BOYSEN of which his wife was not cognizant. 

The first of these occurred in 1939. At this time SCHULZE-BOYSEN 
was ebgaged in oollbbting and distributing small typewritten leaflets 
and pamphlets which were direoted against the Nazi Party propaganda 
and aimed .to discredit it and wf/t' up opposition to the Nazis. He 
said that the SCHULZE-BOYSEN Circle was a group of diligent workers 
in collecting and distributing t^pse leaflets. However, he said 
that the effect of the ;piijW.ioation:* distributing was negligible and 
very minor in opposing tlie Nazi Party. 

In his discussion with SCHULZE-BOYSEN in 1935 shortly 
after the entry of England into the way against Germany, SCHULZE- 
BOYSEN told ENGELSING that he felt thafc'Jie group had two main duties, 
one being the distribution of those leaflets in which he was engaged 
at the time, and the other being the dutits of gathering information 
oonoerning political conditions within Geflkiany itself, showing the , 

most vulnerable spots of the ^azi Party whereby the Nazi Party could 
best bo attacked and discredited among the German populace. At that 
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time S CHU L ZE -BOY SEN told Eli GELSING thet ho desired to make a 
contact ;vith the British Government and make some arrangement 
to furnish information of this type to England, Ho specifically 
requested that El: GELS INC- furnish tv*o typos of information to him 
for this purpose; the first boing any evidonoo on signs of 
Germany^ internal collapse qnd tho second being the names of 
individuals or organizations whioh were Anti-Nazi and which 
would be capable of governing Germany after the defeat of the 
Nazi Party* At the timo of this conversation ENGELSIKG stated 
that SCEGLZE-BO Y SEN exhibited no Communist or Russian inclina- 
tions whatsoever. ENGELSING said that his advice to SCKULZE- 
BOYSEN at that time was that the two functions described must 
necessarily bo separate and distinot and that if SCKULZE-30YSEH 
desired to follow one he must, give up the other or in other 
words, the Anti-Nazi propaganda activities could not be continued 
simultaneously with any political activities in the furnishing of 
information to England# Subsequent to the conversation, SCHULZE- 
BOYSEN had continued with an anti-Nmzimiblication.. . ENGELSING 
said that he later learned their-S^TJlff^-BOYSEN had made an attempt 
to offer his services to the BrjffeSh through the intermediary of 
his wife’s relative, ono Count^fbuGLAS of Sweden, and reportedly 
Count • DOUGLAS hadiapprosahfcd The British Government with the 
offer of SCHULZE- BOYSEK' s services, but the British Government 
ignored the offer. ENGELSING said he thought he had learned of 
this from SCHULZE-EOYSEN 1 s father after the execution of SCHULZfi- 
BOYSEN * Aocording to SCHULZE-BOYSEN* s father, this incident dis- 
illusioned SCHU LZE-B0YS3N and he felt that the British Government 
had failed to appreciate the value of his offer* 

The sooond conversation between ENGELSIKG and SCKULZE- 
BOYSEN occurred either in tho fell of 1941 or in tho spring of 1942, 
at a time 7/hon Germany and Russia were at war r At this time, SCHULZE- 
BOYSEN exhibited a definite pro-Russian philosophy. ENGELSING said 
that tho second conversation did not coal with the policies of SCKULZE- 
BOYSEN group activities but rather it was a philo so phi oal discussion 
and SCHULZE -BOY SEN at tho time stated that he felt that Germany must 
oollhborato with Russia and such collaboration would not necessarily 
make Germany’ Communist io but that the collaboration could be done 
in such a why that there would be no reasons for Germany accepting 
Communism. ENGELSING said that this v/as a political theory which 
was not original with £ CKKL.ZE-BOYSEN but was originally a political 
theory of a Gcnerel SEECKT, prcpourtled in 1919 after the clos* of the 
first World r/er, ENGELSIKG said thft at that timo ho told SCEULZE- 
EOYSEN that not only v/as such a theory ri Hculbue because the Russians 
v/ould not desire German ool labor at ion 7/ithput influencing Germany 
toward Communism, but also even the discussion of such a theory was 
dangerous at suoh c time in view, of the war against Russia* ENGEL- 
SIKG said that as a result of this conversation he was able to see 
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the present drift of SOvULZB-BOYSEK' s philosophy and that ho, 

ENGELS INC, did net desire to become further involved with the activi- 
ties of SCHULZE-BOYSEN end that thereafter he had very little to do 
;vith him, Eo said his separation from SCHU LEE-BOYS EH was further 
influenced by the fact that 3 CHIT L ZE -BOY SEN and his wife, LI BERT AS, 
woro not getting along and association with them was unpleasant 
from a personal point of view. 

In rosponsc to specific questioning, EXCELS IN G said 
that any connection between tho SCHULZE-BOYSEN group and tho United 
States was an absolute impossibility. Ho said that he did not kr.ov/ 
of the Russian principals of SCHULZE-BOYSEN , In fact, he said that 
he, himself, had no definite proof indicating that SCHULZE-BOYSEN 
hed been utilised by the Russians in any way and that he was not wholly 
oonvinood that he had. He said that of his ovm personal knowledge 
SCHULZE-BOYSEN had only been engaged in Anti-Nasi underground 
activities and the extent of any propRussian influence known to 
him was only that indicated in-Jn^/^onversation -with SCHULZE-BOYSEN 
in 1942. He said that recently^trn Switzerland he had learned from the 
Swiss Press end from GUEEUTZrReISENBORN and from SCHULZE-BOYSEN' s 
father that, there had been so fie ramifications of the group's activi- 
ties which had extended to Belgium, Sweden and Italy, and thet it 
was suspected that thrir activities mr.y have extonded to Switzerland. 

He could not elaborate upon tho details of this although he said the 
case had been given considerable publicity in the Swiss newspapers. 
EKGELSING said that he thought ho had clipped some of the newspaper 
articles from the Swiss papers end that they might be contained in 
his luggage which had not yet arrived from llew York. 

Concerning the work of the Opj&tffo in apprehending 
the entire SCHULZE-BOYSEK Group, EKGELSING jfefid that he had learned 
from GUENTHER EISEKBOPN, EDSCE&BH and E.jSCRULZE that Hrs. SCHULZE- 
BOYSEK had broken down under the questioning of the Gestrpo and had 
named the other members of the Group, He said that he believed that 
the extremely close personal friendship that had existed totweon Mrs. 
SCHUI.ZE-EOYSEK and his wife IKGSHORG ENGELS IMG had probably been the 
sole factor in the EKGELSING' s not having Lee;i arrested, as he felt 
that Mrs. SCHULZE-BOYSEK had withhold naming thorn to the Gestapo. 
EKGELSING s^id that he has always felt that the importance of tho 
SCHJLZE-BOYSEK Group has boon greatly over-estimated and that this I 

was due to the great amount of publicity given to it by GUENTHER ' 

"EISEKBORK' 6 play *Die Illegalen" anc by European newspapers. ■ 

EKGELSING said that sc far as ho know SCHULZE-BOYSEN had had no j 

influence on thG outcome of the war. 



Following the above interview with E1IGELSIHG, the. 
Bureau obtained from Confidential Informant T-l, farther informa- 
tion concerning the three interviews mentioned by EKGELSING between 
him end an official of tho American Consulate General at Zurich, 
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Switzerland. These occurred on August 4, 19 i?.na October 9, 1947. 

A summary of this information follows: The SCKULZE-BOYSEE Group 

started as a disoussion oless af assorted Bohemian and revolution- 
ary elements with no program and little talent for action. EKGEL- 
SIKG was largely responsible for bringing the group into contact 
with persons hrving access to information. EPGELSING, f through 
his contact with favorite actresses of top Nazis, was able to pro- 
vide SCHUL2E-B0YSEN with situation reports on future political 
or military actions to bo taken by tho German Government. This 
information wc.s reportedly passed on to the Allies by way of 
Count DOUGLAS, Swedish Military Attache* in Berlin. Count DOUGLAS* 
wife was related to SCKULZE-BOYSEE. GUENTHER '.7EISENB0RN bolonged 
to the inner circle of tho SCKULZE-30YSEN Group. ENGELSING had 
booone acquainted with WEISEITFORK through film soripts written by 
tho latter. YXISENBORIT did not contribute much to tho information 
of the Group* However, “XISSNBOHK told ENGELSIITG that it was his 
opinion that the Western Allies we ro not doing much to defeat 
Germany ana that it would bo more effective to give their informa- 
tion to the Russians* 

^hen the SCHULZS-POYSEK Group was brought to trial, 
YfEISEHBORN received only a four year sontence* ENGS LSI 11 G was never 
involved. Ho fully expected to be called in to the Gestapo but 
finally out of desperation he went to see one PAHSINGER to inquire 
whethGr or not there was any record against him but the Gestapo was 
not interested in him. 

On Migust 19, 1947, HUGO BUSCTGiAlfN was present during 
the intor view of ENOELSING and BUSCFMAKN furnished the following 
concerning tho SCHULZE-BOYSEN Group: 

ENGELS IN G introduced PUSCHTiANH to SCHULZE -BOY SEN in 
1939 end at that time SCHULZE -BOY SEN had no indoctrination in 
Comunisn and it was in EUSCHHANN* s house that he had the opportunity 
to road LENIN* s works. BUSCKMAKrT hed a good collection of these 
writings. BUSCHli/J^N thought that this reasoning may have given 
SCHULZE-BOYSEN* s thinking' a clear political direction. BuSCKMANN 
said that WALTER KU3EMANN was also present at the meeting botween 
BUSC'ALuATK' and SCHULZE-BOYSEN and that HUSEHAKH was a Communist who 
had just been released from a concentration ccmp. BUSCKMANN said 
that the ohief informant for tho SCHULZ3*B0YS2N Group cn tho Balkan 
situation vms tho Creation Press Atta'oho* in Berlin whose name 
EUSCHT.ANK could not remember, but who although on a diplomatic 
mission, was very much to the Loft, BUSCIHiAWK also agreod with 
ENGELSING that the Swedish delegate, Jount DOUGLAS, was tho channel 
to the 'Yostorn Allies, but said that SCHULZE-BOYSEN tirod of tho 
ettitudo of the Western Allies .and booame eager to work with the 
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Russians. BUSCK.uJ!N said ho had supplied the Group with informa- 
tion concerning the raw material situation in Germany, since he 
was, in an excellent position to obtain this information. BUSCH- 
MAPK said that ho hod hoard that similar groups had existed in 
Holland and Belgium but that he know nothing of the details. 

EUSCHKAHN said that very definitely SCHULZE-BOYSEN 
had gi’^.n the Russians information that the German Air Foroe ler.erw 
of English convoys enroutc to liurnansk but the Russians did not 
pass on this information sinoo they thought the English doserved 
to suffer moro losses. 



At the time of the third interview with EKGELSING, 
on October 9, 1947, EN'ELSING mado the statement that SCHULZE- BO YSEN 
was never a practical intelligence tend, but that he was only in- 
tensely fanatio and so attracted all types of Anti -Nazi Germans. 
EHGELSIFG said that he broke with S CHU L Z5-B0 YSEN when SCHULZE- 
BOYSEN turned more to the extreme Left groups and that after the 
break, ENGELSING heard only of SCKULZE-BQYSEK 1 s activities in- 
directly, ENGELSIKG listed the following members of the Group* 
who informod SCHULZE-BOYSEN on plans of the German Foroign Office 



and of VOR RIBIEKTROP* s activities:

Concerning EI'GELSIKGb relations with the Gestapo* 
ho paid that as a film director he had frequent dealings v/ith the 
police when his employees were arrestad or brought in for question- 
ing. EHGELSIEG would inquire, as to thoir whereabouts and if possible, 
aid in getting people released. Consequently, when the arrests bo- 
gan in tho ROTE K/.PELLE Group, ENGELS I KG fcarod that his none night 
have been mentioned and took advantage cf his police contacts to 
make inquiry, presenting his quiries in tho usual form, asking 
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about the people who -be knew and offering to help or give testimony* 

By doing this he hoped to catch some hint as to the attitude or the 
intentions of the polioe towards himself* The officials to whom he 
spoke smiled sarcastically and told him that they were not interested 
in EilGSLSING. ENGELS ING furnished information during this inter- 
view that LITERTAS SCKUL2E-B0YSEN was used by the Gestapo to com- 
plete information already in their hands, and that^this was done 
after the arrest of the SCHULZE-BOYSEN Group >i B*'GSLSING furnished 
information to the effect that concerning th3pinal break up of 
the Group, that it was due to carelessness tyHEILHAJlN who worked 
at a radio listening post in VYildpark and this gave the Gestapo the 
final proof to the extent of the Group's activities. EN GELSING 
could not recall exactly what the mistake was but he was under the 
impression that KBILMANW received a radio signal from D r . PAUL, 
which betrayed him as well as the whole system of communication* 

ENGELS ING said that Count DOUGLAS received the first 
information from the SCHULZE-BOYSEN Group but no answer was ever 
received from the »Yestern allies and SCHULZE-BOYSEN was disappointed. 
ETGELSIKG had heard that the play, "Til Sulenspiegel" , written by 
KL? CKHOFF , was the code book for the Croup* 

On the basis of the above information, ENGBLSING was 
reinterviewed by the writer on February 12 > 1948, specific attention 
being given to the facts thet ENGELS II! G at the tine of his interviews 
in Switzerland, had known something of the radio and codes used by 
the SCHULZE -HOY "BN Group, v/hioh would indicate he had known more 
concerning the Group's activities than ho had previously admitted, 
ENGELSING clarified this as follows: Ec stated that during the time 

he had known and personally associated with 3CHULZE-EOYSEF, he had 
known nothing whatsoever concerning the radio communications or codes 
or other activities of the 3CHU L ZE - BO YSSN Group, However, at the time 
SCHULZE -BOY SEN' was arrested in the fall of 1942, SCFIULZE-BOYSEK* s 
father, E. SCHULZE, resided at the ENGELS ING home in Berlin, "Yhile 
SCHUL2E-E0YSEN was in custody, 5. SCEUL2E'. was permitted to visit his 
son and that during the oourso of these visits tho father learned 
considerable concerning the activities of SCHULZE-BOYSEU, which he 
later told to ENGELS ING. ENGELS ING said also that after the trial, 
that naturally ho and everyone else who had known SCHULZE -BOY SEN wore 
greatly interested in loarning more as to what SCHULZE -BOY SEN 1 s 
aotivitioB had been, and thet he had discussed this with other 
individuals who had known SCHULZS- HD YSSN, namely HUGO BUSCKIZAKN 
and GUSNTEER SEISES BORN, and that it was from these persons that 
he first learned that SCHULZE-BOYSEN had been suspooted of furnish- 
ing information to tho Russians by code and radio. Ko summarized 
for the writer his entire knowledge of tho codes used. He said it 
was not until 1547 wehn he was residing at Konstanz, Germany 
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that HUGO BUSCRKANN told him that KUCKHOFF's 
play, "Til Eulenspiegel" was the code took used by tho Group. 
ErTGBLSING said that ho was greet ly chocked on receiving -this 
information because he had received e oopy of "Til Eulenspiegel" 
as a gift from IC-CKHOFF and thet that book was in his apartment 
in Berlin at the time of the SCHULZE-BOYSEN trial. He said thet 
he felt that if tho Gestapo had found that book in his apartment 
which they did not, since they had not searched his home, that 
ho, himself, would have been involved in the trial, BUSCKMANN 
had learned that this was the oodo book from questions asked 
him when ho was questioned by the Gestepo. 

LNGE SLING said that concerning raejios, * 
ho had heard the following rumors after the SOHULZEPEOYSEN 
trial, the rumors coming from SCHULZE •BOYS EH 1 s father, BU.SCJIlANN 
or ;iEI3EEB0RlJ : They were first, a radio transmitter had 

been located in a oloset in the home of Or. ELFRIEDE PAUL. Secondly, 
that a radio transmitter was locatod in a sailboat owned by SCHULZE* 
BOYSER, whioh was located et a Yacht Club on the 'w'anjisee near 
Berlin* that Ur. PAUL received some sort of a warning two days 
before the Gestapo raided her home and was able to dispose of the 
radio in some manner so that it was not found* He stated he had 
never heard that ODA SCKOTTMUELLERhad a radio. 

Concerning ENGELSING 1 s dealings with the police 
as set forth in the information roceived from Informant T-l, 

EKGELSXUG was questioned closoly. He stated ho had never volun- 
tarily gone to tho police with respect to the SCHULZE-BOYSEN 
Group, Ho said, however, that one day in the fall of 1942 he re- 
ceived a telephone call at his office which ordered him to appear 
at tho offices of the Gestapo located in Prinzalbert Strasse, Berlin. 
Ho stated he immediately went thore and ho was forced to sit in an 
Anteroom for several hours before being interviewed . Ho said be 
^recalled that the Chief Gestapo Agent at thet station was one 
r?- p K SINGER. ENGELS IN G said he, himself, did not speak to PAN SINGER, 
'but that he was interviev/ed for several hours by one of ?AKSINGER f s 
assistants, end that ha was closoly ouestionod about the oxtent 
of his association with SCKULZE-BOYSEN and SCHULZE-BOYSEN* s 
friends and thet he was asked whether ho had ever heard this 
Group discuss or criticize the Nazi Government and whother he 
had any knowledge of their activities. ENGEL SING said that the 
reply which he believes influenced the G 0 stcpo to release him 
more than any one thing was the fact that he admitted that SCBtJLZE- 
BOYSEN and his friends were what night be termed a Liberal 
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Bohemian Group and that he had often heard them criticize various 
Government polioies and Government officials but that he had no 
positive knowledge of any direct action taken by any member of the 
Group, 



ENGELSING furnished the following supplementary inform- 
ation with respect to individuals previously mentioned as members ‘-of the 
SCHULZE-BOYSEN Group: 

Concerning the individuals listed in the information 
supplied by Confidential Informant T-l as being those persons from 
whom ENGELSING himself re oeived information, he stated that he had 
been asked to furnish a list of names of those persons who were Anti- 
Nazi and that he had furnished the following list of names: 

HE IDE MAR IE HATTEYER, an actress 

GUSTAV FROEHLICH 

HANS GLOBKE 

GUENTHER RITTAU 

GRETA WEISER 

THOMAS SCHWERIN 

PAUL VERHOEVEN 

ENGELSING stated he had been associated with the above 
persons in connection with his work in th e film industry and he said 
that ho was instrumental in obtain*^ from them information of the type 
desired by SCHULZE-BOYSEN and tjxtt ho had furnished this information to 
SCHULZE-BOYSEN, but that janne^of theso Individuals were aware that what 
they told ENGELSING was^fied on to anyone, ENGELSING stated he had 
furnished the name of MAJrJuMICH. as being a Nazi who was connected with 
the film industry, 

ENGELSING said that with respect to the members of the 
SCHULZE-BOYSEN Group itself, that ADAM KUCKHOFF was an author employed 
with the Tobls Film Company, KUCKHOFF was executed for his activities, 
however, his wife, CRETE KUGKHOFF, is, according to ENGELSING, presently 
residing in the Russian Zone in Berlin whore she is oonneoted with the 
Education Department of tho Russian authorities governing that section. 
He stated that he believes she is German born and has a nine year old 
son who is also residing in Berlin, He did not know tho name of the 
boy. He said that ADAM KUCKHOFF was first marriod to tho sistor of 
GRETE KUCKHOFF; that they wore later divoroed and that he married 
GRETE but that the throe of them oontinued to reside together in the 
same home* He believes that the sister is also in the Russian Zone in 
Berlin. 
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He said that BOENTJES VON BEEC$ and his daughter, KATJE, 
wero Dutch, the fathor being a pottery nakor, Ho said he was not very 
well acquainted with them but that they wero both oonviotod by tho 
Germans for thoir activities. Ho said ho had hoard that tho fathor 
had served a prison term and 'boon reloased but ho did not know anything 
oonoerning the present whereabouts of tho daughter# 

JOHANFE^ GRAUDENZ he described as a merchant. Ho said 
that he had never mot him but that ono Sunday he, accompanied by hie 
wifo and two children, visitod SCHULZE-BOYSEN at his home and that as 
thoy arrived, an individual was also prodent at SCHULZE-BOYSEN* s home 
who loft immediately and SCHULZE-BOYSEN made no effort to introduce 
him to ENGELS ING and ENGELS ING was under the impression that SCHULffi- 
BOYSEN did not desire it known that this individuals had visited him# 

Ho determined later that this person was GRAUDENZ. 

HjUa/id he had met AHV1D HARNACK only onoe at the home 
of SCHULZE •BOYSEiyP He could furnish no additional information with 
respect to SELMOOp IMPEL which was not previously furnished by his 
wife exoept to state that HIMPEL ! s brother is presently residing in 
Germany, ENGELSING stated that he had talked to the brother and the 
brother himself stated th \\t he had known nothing of HELMUT HIMPEL's 
activities. Ho .said that MARIE TEKVHEL was the fianoee of HXHFEL, 

Ho said she came fi*om a well known German family and that her father 
had been a high ranking Germany Army Officer but that he had been re- 
tired from active duty by tho Nazis because of the foot that his wife 
was a Jewess, 



ENGELSING stated he had not been acquainted with HEIIMANN 
but that ho knew he had beon a close friond of SCHULZE- BOYSEN, He stated 
that his first name was definitely HORST and not WILIER as had been the 
impression of ENGELSING f e wife, 

ENGELSING said he knew that ODA SCHOTTJtUELLffiwas an 
acquaintance of SCHULZE-BOYSEN but that he personally had never been 
introduced to SCH01MJELIER . ENGELSING stated that SCHULZE-BOYSEN had 
never told him directly that he was in any way inolined to aid the 
Russians or that he desired to furnish information to the Russians 
and ENGELSING stated he did not believe that SCHULZE-BOYSEN had been 
paid by tho Russians for the information he furnished them as was claimed 
by tho German prosecutor in the trial. Ho stated that SCHULZE-BOYSEN 
was an idealist; that ho always lived in poverty and that to his know- 
ledge there was no indication that he had received any money of a sub- 
stantial amount.* at any time of his life. 
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After the trial E. SCHULZE had told ENGELSING that ' 
SCHULZE-BOYSEN, after his arrest, told tho Gostapo that ho had sent 
several confidential documents to Sweden end he told the Gestapo that 
if they would not exeoute him for two years he would arrange to suppross 
the publication of these documents and that the Gestapo agreed to this, 
Kowevor, SCHULZE-BOYSEN later admitted to the Gostapo that such documents 
did not exist and the Gostapo followed this admission with the immodiato 
execution of tho entire group,
